Monday Afternoon 
GENERAL SESSION 


The 69th meeting the California State 
Veterinary Medical Association was opened 
2:10 p.m. President Scott. After the in- 
vocation Father Joel Scott, O.F.M. (from 
the Old Mission), the popular Floyd Bohnett, 
newly elected mayor Santa Barbara, ex- 
tended very gracious welcome, brief and 
cordial. President Scott responded, remarking 
that have had several meetings Santa 
Barbara, and enjoyed them all. also spoke 
with pride the fine showing our members 
have made nationally, with special reference 
the San Antonio meeting the AVMA and 
the recent AAHA meeting San Francisco.

The first speaker, Dr. Glen Dunlap, Vice-

cent trends rabies vaccine, remarking that 
there has been more landslide than trend 
towards the chick-embryo vaccine. 


Trends Rabies Immunization

the years pass and more information 
gained, the use chick-embryo rabies vac- 
cine becoming more widely accepted 
rabies prevention programs. With the use 
this new vaccine many communities are per- 
mitting extension the inoculation period 
from annual basis two, three, even 
four years. 

The production figures for rabies vaccine 
show that more vaccine the chick-embryo 
type being produced than phenolized vac- 
cine. 

The safety the product for dogs has been 
well established. estimated that between 
and million dogs have been inoculated 
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with this vaccine. The safety the product 
for animals other than dogs has not been es- 
tablished. The chick-embryo rabies vaccine 
now produced for use dogs should not 
used for cattle for descented pet skunks. Its 
use cats being permitted some states. 

answer questions, Dr. Dunlap said that 
for small dogs, less diluent may used (1.5 
giving the same dose less volume. 
explained that the vaccine necessarily 
thick suspension, since the sediment that 
immunizes and not the supernatant fluid.

Corticosteroids Veterinary Practice 


Dr. Robertson, Schering endocrinolo- 
gist, began his talk emphasizing the fact 
that these hormones are not cure-alls although 
they are useful variety ailments. Ani- 
mals under stress show increase corti- 
coids the bloodstream; since liver function 
decreased, the increase due partly lack 
inactivation the hormones and not en- 
tirely increase output. After the initial 


rise, the adrenal gland stops production, and 
the level drops below normal. 

known that these hormones are anti- 
inflammatory and that they are boon 
arthritis sufferers. They are also useful 
infectious conditions when given conjunc- 
tion with suitable antibiotic. foot rot, for 
example, you treat both the infection and the 
inflammation simultaneously. The same sys- 
tem applies pneumonia cattle. However, 
give the hormone without the antibiotic 
would disastrous. The gluco-corticoids also 
attack connective tissue, they are useful 
such diseases mastitis prevent over- 
growth connective tissue. 

has been determined that the uptake from 
blood cattle very rapid for the first five 
minutes and then the hormone gradually 
eliminated within the next hour. The distribu- 
tion factor 57% the body weight, re- 
gardless the dose. This means that 1000- 
lb. animal takes about mg. intra- 
venous dose, and any excess given wasted. 
you want give more than this, you can 
give split doses twelve hours apart, 
three doses eight hours apart. 

The uptake dogs has not been determined, 
but mg. would probably suitable 
for 25-lb. dog; here again should given 
split doses. 

One often hears that giving cortical hor- 
mones depresses the adrenal cortex, but there 
seems evidence for this. Dogs given 
mg. daily for two years had absolutely 
normal adrenals far could determined. 

Uptake slower when injected intramus- 
cularly, but not much slower. long-acting 
form, such available for progesterone, has 
been impossible produce for systemic 
effect one dose short-acting. For local use, 
for arthritis, the acetylated form will stay 
put, with practically systemic effect. 

One listener reported that believed 
course this therapy had caused rapid aging 
some his patients. Dr. Robertson was 
interested and said had evidence 
corroborate this observation; the Thorne group 
had found definite change production 
steroids with advancing age, but had not noted 
that the hormone caused aging. two-year 
course did cause some abnormal obesity, more 
water the tissues, and negative nitrogen 
balance, but these dogs had high dose over 
extremely long period time.

Indwelling Catheterization for the Relief 
Feline Cystitis 


Dr. Harold Burroughs Van Nuys told his 
method relieving obstructive cystitis the 
This condition occurs only the male 
(altered not) and largely due spasm 
the urethra. There also atony the 
bladder, acute cystitis with pain, and products 
inflammation. Calculi are rarely present. 
Systemic drugs, including antispasmodics, 
rarely relieve the spasm. has tried many 
local anesthetics, the most potent being most 
satisfactory, and has settled Pitman-Moore’s 
Diclone. The action appears seconds and 
lasts eight twelve hours. uses atropine 
scopolomine followed Surital for insert- 
ing the catheter. First, blunt 20- 
gauge needle inserted into the urethra and 
steady pressure the plunger for thirty sec- 
onds few minutes will clear the passage; 
urine then flows. Polyethylene tubing 
inches long) with 20-gauge bore inserted 
well into the bladder and allowed protrude 
quarter inch out the penis. sutured 
place well back from the tip, with the knot 
the dorsal side.

Tranquilizers—Versatile Servants 
JACK KNOWLES, V.M.D.

Tranquilizers are new group drugs 
which are proving very valuable veteri- 
narians. They serve means “chemical 
and will facilitate the management 
patients who either are refractory who 
must undergo difficult uncomfortable treat- 
ment. They are useful instances such 
restraint for x-ray therapy, tooth cleaning, 
throat examination, etc. 

These drugs also play important part 
adjuncts anesthesia, some them serving 
relax animals prior anesthesia. Some 
them actually potentiate barbiturates and are 
being used part the total anesthetic pro- 
cedure.

Newer Aspects Anthrax Immunization 
CASSELBERRY, D.V.M.

the evolution anthrax vaccines, fol- 
lowing Pasteur’s original attenuation the 
anthrax organisms and vaccine attenu- 
ations, field evaluation this country over 
period years has indicated the apparent 
necessity more virulent and spore vac- 
cines, rendered safe adsorbents such 
aluminum hydroxide and irritants such 
saponin, injection intradermally, 
administration serum simultaneously. These 
vaccines have been quite satisfactory for cattle 
but have presented some problems immuni- 
zation highly susceptible sheep and horses, 
particularly hot weather, and are quite 
unsafe for immunization goats. 

The ideal immunizing agent from the safety 
standpoint would, course, inactivated 
one but such products have not been suffi- 
ciently immunogenic. However, the South 
African experience, after mass use vac- 
cine prepared from their nonencapsulated, 
avirulent, Sterne Strain vaccine, has indicated 
such proeuct safe for all domestic farm 
animals and capable producing 
degree immunity known bad expo- 
sure areas. For the past two years, the South 
African type vaccine, prepared from their 
nonencapsulated, avirulent culture, has been 
available the United States. Wide use 
known bad areas confirms the South African 
experience and indicates highly 
effective anthrax vaccine. Both laboratory and 
field experiences indicate prompt immune re- 
sponse vaccination with protective im- 
munity about seven days. addition 
being found safe and highly effective vac- 
cine for protecting cattle, has been found 
safe for immunization sheep even during 
hot weather. also appears safe for horses, 
but swellings varying degree have been 
observed the injection site. The only ex- 
cessive reaction from vaccination has occurred 
Shetland ponies and was evidenced 
severe swellings few individuals; and that 
reaction was deemed due the irritating 
action the saponin used adjuvant 
the product.

Molybdenum Poisoning Livestock

denum poisoning sheep and cattle through 
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forage pastures containing high mineral 
molybdenum has since been found several 
states America and specifically Califor- 
nia the following counties: Madera, King, 
Fresno, Kern, Santa Barbara, Riverside, Ven- 
tura, and Los Angeles.

Ten twenty parts per million constitute 
state toxicity develop cattle the 
symptoms diarrhea, stiffness, change hair 
color, loss weight, and death.

Dairy cattle, with other visible 
symptoms, may show reduction milk 
production. 

Testing for molybdenum content should 
made from plants that are lush and the 
fast growing stage.

Equine Radiology—Diagnosis and Therapy

Safety the factor prime importance 
any discussion this subject. Radiological 
safety might defined that subject which 
most veterinarians understand but which 
large proportion ignore. Safety features, in- 
cluding not only the well-known leaded apron 
and gloves but also machine filters and per- 
sonnel monitoring service determine rate 
exposure, must stressed equine prac- 
tice. 

Equine diagnostic roentgenology can ef- 
ficiently and safely performed with mini- 
mum equipment and maximum com- 
mon sense. few simple rules must ob- 
served. tentative diagnosis essential 
that the patient may properly positioned. 
Cassette holders can easily constructed and 
should used. They not only eliminate 
great deal unnecessary film motion but also 
add greatly the safety the operation. The 
arithmetic film exposure and development 
simple procedure once the proper position 
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has been determined. The most promising, re- 
cent development for the equine practitioner 
the use polaroid film. 

Radiological therapy is, for the most part, 
best left the hands few experts; how- 
ever, the general practitioner must keep 
abreast with the developments this field. 
should understand the reasons for radio- 
logical therapy and what can expected 
do. should also understand the basis 
radiological dosage—the idea quantity and 
quality. 

Radiology, sensibly and properly applied, 
can great service equine practice. The 
danger this field must not underesti- 
mated. 


Question and Answer Luncheon

There 
were written questions this time, and the 
session was entirely lib. compressed ver- 
sion the information brought out follows. 


Dr. Simpson. What the 
dose dihydrostreptomycin? 


mg/kg/day, divided doses, prefer- 
ably three. This will eliminate the leptospir- 
emia and leptospiruria. Tetracycline used 
the same dose. 


How long you treat the dog? 
Advise treating for three days. 


What about cases diagnosed leptospiro- 
sis that can’t transmitted other dogs? 
(How many dogs and how was the contamina- 
tion done?) The sick dog was put the run 
first, other dogs followed, walking the urine. 
Some urine was put the drinking water. 
Have understood that rodent was always in- 
volved. 

One case the basis clinical evidence 
not experiment. Icterohemorrhagiae 
spread the rat and mouse, but canicola, 
which 90% the cases dogs, trans- 
mitted only dogs and not carried ro- 
dents. 

What the duration vaccination? 


Don’t know; hope find out when the 
new research plant Pearl River finished. 
Now advise revaccination every year. 

What the age incidence? 

Primarily dogs over six months old, 
and four males one female. Older ani- 
mals are generally thought more sus- 
ceptible. 

What the incidence Weil’s disease? 

Don't know; about 600 five years from 
1946 1957. There write-up Rosen- 
berg the AMA Journal. 

Dr. have found the odor 
pathognomonic, and that males are much more 
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susceptible, probably because they are more 
nosy. 

Dr. Simpson: Similar odors uremia and 
decomposing blood the mouth, and the de- 
composing blood and bile the vomitus occur 
with other diseases. The uremia odor comes 
late the disease. 


Tranquilizers, Dr. Knowles. You said 
there are variety results with tranquilizers 
different dogs, and the individual dose var- 
ies. Will the dose vary also the same dog 
different times? 


You use less intravenously than 
mouth, maybe 80% the dose. 


you use tranquilizers routinely 
shock, caesarean toxic endometritis? 


used for preanesthetic before bar- 
biturates, but don’t use barbiturates 
caesareans. use something like the tran- 
quilizer and then local anesthesia. The same 
true for endometritis. don’t use gen- 
eral anesthesia debilitated patients. 
use before barbiturates extensive sur- 
gery, the chest, but not just prevent 
shock. Shock prevention merely the latest 
published use. 


Will they pass the placental barrier? 

No, barbiturates but not tranquilizers. 

Will they pass through the milk 
nursing bitch? 

Probably not, not enough matter. 
They are very safe, the lethal dose about 
100 times the therapeutic dose. Time says that 
Carnation uses Miltown. 

(Comment: how contented can they get?) 


There are lots kinds; any one pre- 
ferred for general use? 

Prefer the one with which you are most 
familiar. There are good ones. Choose 
one and learn thoroughly. Try get one 
without any sedative effect. You don’t need 
dozen them. 


Radiography, Dr. Ott. What the technic 
radiographing the stifle joint horse 
where damage the fibula suspected. 

Ordinarily, use almost straight lat- 
eral beam aiming from posterior anterior, 
facing the beam slightly behind and left 
put the patella slightly out from the distal end 
the femur. For seeing the fibula, reverse 
the beam. The joint will distorted. the 
bovine there is, the dog, trouble with 
erosion the meniscus. Operation unsatis- 
factory because they put weight im- 
mediately. The erosion will not show the 
radiograph. often referred fracture 
the tibia. The joint gives pressure. 

What about the camera unit? 


The unit operation handled through 
the Picker group. will two three years 
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before the cost low enough practical. 
Dr. Thom: costs about $1,200, and the 
cassettes about $12 $15 present. 


General. What successful treatment 
for ear mites? 


(various sources) Paloderm, Warren-

there vaccine for psittacosis? heard 
rumor one was made Berkeley. 


Dr. Casselberry: No, there none. Probably 
the rumor refers possible agglutinating 
agent for diagnosis. Tetracycline oil used 
treat psittacosis. impregnated feed 
being tested but not the market. 


hear lot about the abomasum dis- 
placed the left under the rumen, but never 
see any. 

Dr.Ozanian: like know about that too. 


Dr. Ott: This condition was diagnosed the 
coast Washington, but when they brought 
one over wasn’t present. Don’t know where 
these are being seen. There increasing 
number impactions, but displacements. 


Dr. Ozanian: There supposed dif- 
ferent type regurgitation. 


Dr. Twohig: phone conversation with 
Dr. Karl Meyer, said that 80% all para- 
keets and canaries with respiratory trouble 
have psittacosis. determine the bird has 
transmitted the dust the feathers and 
the droppings. One should buy from certi- 
fied aviary. 


How long does the Sterne vaccine for 
anthrax last, and how about using hot 
areas, and what extent serum useful, 


Dr. Casselberry: They are protected for sev- 
and half months. has been used where 
they were the habit using No. vaccine; 
there would recommend two doses 
Sterne vaccine. has not been used exten- 
sively other types, but was used selectively 
and without any trouble. Serum probably 
acceptable with any spore vaccine. 
explosive outbreak, simultaneous serum would 
indicated. sporadic outbreak you might 
choose gamble and vaccinate only, treating 
cases they occurred; you would have 
watch them carefully.

Canine Orthopedic Surgery 


RICHARD L. OTT, D.V.M. 
Chairman, Department Clinical Medicine and Surgery, 
State College of Washington, Pullman, Wash. 

Orthopedic surgery has advanced tremen- 
dously the years following the development 
the Stadar external fixation splint. Surgi- 
cal invasion joints, prosthetic replacements 
for parts joints, laminectomies and hemi- 
laminectomies are but few the operations 
which, not commonplace, are being per- 
formed rather often today. addition, many 
new technics orthopedic surgery are being 
reported the current veterinary literature. 

might seem that more time should 
devoted teaching “procedures” and less time 
the teaching the basic principles sur- 
gery. Nothing could farther from the truth. 
veterinarian, with good knowledge 
anatomy and physiology, who adheres sound 
surgical principles, can adapt changing tech- 
nics where such change advantageous. 

The fallacy attempting orthopedic pro- 
cedures without basic understanding anat- 
omy and physiology can best illustrated 
examining few slides case histories. Often 
the procedure may faultlessly performed, 
but the operation failure because the 
surgeon did not understand the function 
the part. Abuse basic surgical principles 
orthopedics leads bone joint infection. 
Procedures orthopedics should simple 
enough lend themselves easily aseptic 
technic. 

Fenestration and hemilaminectomy the 
treatment intervertebral disc protrusion are 
examples problems currently being evalu- 
ated. These operations are not difficult; how- 
ever, there are many questions answered. 
The problems will solved those who 
understand both physiology and aseptic sur- 
gery. 


Dr. Albrecht from Colorado then gave 
presentation the Fromm Distemperoid vi- 
rus.

Dr. Banks’ presentation the use radio- 
active cobalt was followed animated 
discussion the hazard the operator. 
was agreed that the risk involved handling 
radioactive cobalt was considerable. Dr. Banks 
thought that some future date might 
possible activate the material after has 
been implanted, rather than before, which 
would much safer. 


The Use Radioactive Cobalt Treating 
Ocular Carcinoma Cattle 
BANKS, D.V.M. 
Professor Veterinary Radiology, Texas 
College Station, Texas 


This discussion includes number color 
slides. 
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Ocular carcinoma cattle fairly com- 
mon condition the Southwest. The cause has 
not been established, but felt many 
that probably combination factors 
including considerable exposure the sun, 
non-pigmentation around the eyelids, initiat- 
ing infection chronic irritation and finally 
predisposition toward the malignancy. 

The type cancer usually found biopsy 
grade grade squamous cell carci- 
noma. Treatment consists implanting ra- 
dioactive cobalt needles into the neoplasm un- 
til approximately 8,000 roentgens have been 
delivered. The results have been good and 
sterilization these selected tumors has been 
obtained least 85% the cases treated. 
must noted that these were selected cases.

out our legal rights, and what going on, and 
work out with the breeders, the breed as- 
sociations, and the jockey association, all 
whom are hurt the sort thing that has 
been going on. must refuse have all the 
blame put the veterinarian.

Panel Canine Skin Diseases 


Dr. Mark Morris, consultant skin dis- 
eases Topeka, warned that this panel would 
not tell how better job once. 
will require ten fifteen years dissect 
the complex mixture skin diseases into its 
component parts. 

Dr. Carroll San Francisco pointed the 
frequency skin disease, the difficulty 
diagnosis, and the need for caution treat- 
ment. (His presentation will found else- 
where this issue.) 

Dr. Stiern Bakersfield remarked that 
two veterinarians concur treatment, and 
diagnosis sometimes seems impossible. 
have rely rather sketchy education and 
the work pharmaceutical houses, which 
sometimes less than thorough. improve the 
situation must first face the fact that there 
much confusion and ignorance, and think 
collectively. Secondly, must inform the 
public control and prevention. The preva- 
lence external parasites disgrace. 
need more pressure from the AVMA, more 
press and radio releases. need central 
veterinary agency coordinate matters. 
need good research projects. More locally, 
need committee the state organization 
coordinate study and provide speakers for 
future conferences. 

Dr. Yuile, pathologist from UCLA, said that 
human dermatologists have problems too. The 
most recent advances diagnosis have 
stemmed from laboratory aids. Dermatopath- 
ology unique because the skin susceptible 
such variety changes, usually nonspeci- 
fic. Microscopically, you just see various com- 
binations these. Very few skin diseases give 
specific diagnostic picture. 

For diagnosis conditions which have 
specific, identifiable causes, use cultures, 
smears, special stains tissue sections, and 
these are great help. Viral dermatoses have 
been diagnosed only recent years when 
identification the virus became possible. 
Mycology big field, and there are some 
new technics and some good media for grow- 
ing fungi. Fluorescence quite help some 
cases, especially hairy areas. Tissue sections 
are most important histochemically; there are 
now special stains for mucopolysaccharides, 
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which form the fungus capsule. For example, 
the Schiff (periodic acid) stain makes capsules 
visible when the fungus could not otherwise 
seen. Sensitivity tests are important be- 
cause many lesions are related sensi- 
tivity. 

Among dermatosis vague origin are 
present forced rely pretty much biopsy. 
The punch method has stimulated this. The 
little trauma. The best fixative for the sam- 
ples 10% formalin. best biopsy some 
conditions the early stages, but the whole 
the fully developed lesion best. Just take 
the worst area and not try include nor- 
mal skin. 

Who will this work your area? The 
biopsy technic costs money, and some central 
area areas would better than try 
many scattered sites. 

Newer knowledge interpretation skin 
samples has come from institutions such 
the Army Institute Pathology, where tre- 
mendous amounts material have been fun- 
neled and studied. There are only two de- 
cent books the subject, one clinician 
very wide experience. The other from the 
Army Institute Pathology, and quite the 
best the world. 

Our aim present should pathological 
and clinical correlation. This requires that 
detailed clinical picture and differential diag- 
nosis sent the pathologist that can 
really help. 

Dr. Morris summarized pointing out our 
fundamental defects and difficulties: inaccu- 
rate diagnosis, over-medication, too much hor- 
mone therapy, and loading the animals with 
antibiotics; the symptoms are very common 
and alike, and are associated 90% dogs 
and 70% cats with internal ailments. 

suggested taking Kodachromes and keep- 
ing full clinica] records from now on, and 
have discussions skin disease every pro- 
gram.

The use ataractics large-animal prac- 
tice extends from their ability control ner- 
vousness and agitation the usage this 
group potentiators general anesthetics 
surgery. injection they are used 
“chemical restraint” mechanisms, rather than 
physical force. The usage the drugs spe- 
cific operations and surgical procedures will 
mentioned. Other actions the drugs 
which make many surgical procedures easier 
are described. The use specific products 
procedures such standing castration 
the horse, circumcision and other operations 
the bovine penis, and dystokias both 
species are described.

Veterinarian’s Problems the Midwestern 
Feed Lot 
P. C. ENGE, D.V.M. 

Extension Veterinarian, University of California, Davis 

Problems feed lot cattle the midwest 
can divided into groups depending size, 
weight, sex and condition the animals 
arrival. 

Steers top quality weighing from 500 
750 pounds are the size from which can 
expect very little shipping fever, but have 
problems mucosal disease, coccidiosis, urin- 
ary calculi, some foot rot and impactions. Then 
when steers get 950 1,000 pounds there 
marked lameness probably due vita- 
min mineral deficiency caused from all- 
corn ration. 

The heifers the same weight and group 
cause more trouble, probably result 
the way they are handled and fed; handling 
large feed lots and fed supplementary ration 
other than that all-corn protein hay ra- 
tion. Heifers are more subject stress con- 
ditions such sorting, shipping from differ- 
ent sale barns and exposure more severe 
weather conditions, which predispose them 
diseases such rhinotracheitis the mucc- 
sal disease complexes, foot rot, scouring and 
anaplasmosis. 

The last group that gives trouble consists 
calves both sexes that weigh from 250 
400 pounds. The chief problems seen this 
group include shipping-fever problems and all 
the closely related diseases. Veterinary in- 


come from this group far exceeds that the 
other two groups the midwestern states 
where have four distinct seasons the 
year. 

Proper treatment the above diseases 
based correct diagnosis, using clinical symp- 
toms and frequently diagnostic aids. The use 
indicated diagnostic aids increases the ac- 
curacy diagnosis and enables the veter- 
inarian keep with the progress that 
being made veterinary medicine. The 
diagnosis, along with the choice drug and 
the methods treatment, determines the mor- 
bidity and mortality diseases the herd. 

The future the veterinary profession de- 
pends upon the veterinarian’s technique 
performing his diagnostic duties and adminis- 
tering the drug sick animals. Preventive 
treatment must not overlooked but some 
instances this leaving the hands the vet- 
erinary profession. However, can retained 
proper diagnostic techniques treatment 
sick animals. When the above performed, 
the veterinarian has every opportunity pre- 
scribe the preventive treatment for the herd, 
supply necessary medical agents, and 
keep preventive treatment the hands the 
veterinary profession. 


Aspects Brucellosis Control 


The scene shifting, and new era bru- 
now dawning. Dr. Boyd gave 
brief history control since the first regu- 
lations 1947. The success the calfhood 
vaccination program has exceeded our great- 
est expectations, due the help the con- 
tract veterinarians. Since the program started 
1948, the incidence has fallen from about 
17% about 3%, saving great deal money 
for the taxpayer. With changing times and 
conditions had call for federal-state area 
eradication, leading modified certified ac- 
credited areas. The Brucellosis Committee 
sponsored enabling bill permit California 
cooperate with the USDA for area eradica- 
tion. This parallels the old legislation, de- 
tines, gives procedures, and small appropria- 
tion. passed both houses unopposed. 

Prior this, regulation from the Director 
Agriculture provided that when county 
had 65% the cattlemen signed, owning 
least 50% the cattle, the area could de- 
clared brucellosis control The legal ad- 
visors say preferable have the authority 
the law rather than regulations. Certain 
dairy groups sponsored indemnity for reac- 
tors, which now the Governor’s desk, 
providing $320,000 for the next fiscal year. 
tnanked the practitioners; there has been prac- 
tically adverse comment from the industry, 
and many compliments. 

Dr. Gooding, representing the USDA, said 
that recently the seventh state was declared 
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modified brucellosis-free area. Three four 
states are almost ready for classification. 
Progress has been astonishing since 1954 under 
the accelerated program. the last meeting 
the Livestock Sanitary Association 
most agreed that most states would ac- 
credited 1960. 

Dr. Stuart said that California enters the 
program better shape than most 
states, because the calfhood vaccination. 
The Brucellosis Committee has been very 
wise, especially requiring test vaccination 
before movement cattle. will not left 
with susceptible animals, and are also pro- 
tected against entry infected animals into 
the state. Calfhood vaccination must con- 
tinued, and must have support both legis- 
lative and from the industry. 

Dr. King said that there will have 
compromise between federal and state regula- 
tions. would like the vaccination time 
four months, but not below twelve 
months. Dr. Stuart said the matter age 
regulation, not law, can changed 
after hearing. Dr. Gooding said the animal 
officially vaccinated when four through 
eight months for dairy breeds, and four 
twelve months for beef semi-range stock. 

Dr. Chastain reported that immediately af- 
ter the certification regulations became effec- 
tive April), five counties submitted peti- 
tions become modified certified areas, Del 
Norte, Alpine, Inyo, Mono, and Marin. The 
northern counties were affected federal 
regulations regarding movement across state 
lines, and Marin dairymen were anxious 
set aside area evaluate the whey test.

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Some Observations and Experiences Thailand 
DAVID MADSEN, D.V.M., Practitioner, San Jose

The International Cooperation Administra- 
tion, activity the State Department, 
gives aid many areas the world where 
its technical and economic assistance has been 
requested. was fortune assigned 
the staff technicians operating Thai- 
land (Siam) one two veterinarians. Dr. 
Williamson, formerly Houston, was 
colleague. had several aid projects 
under way when arrived Bangkok 
September 14, 1954. 


The I.C.A. had staff approximately 
100 American technicians, administrative offi- 
cers, and clerical personnel, most whom 
were stationed Bangkok. general, I.C.A. 
assistance can divided into the fields 
agriculture, public education, public health, 
and industry. The Livestock Division was one 
the components the agriculture group. 
worked close harmony with the Thai- 
Development Department. 
They told their problems, and together 
outlined projects designed solve them. 
The I.C.A. contribution was two-fold: techni- 
cal assistance experts planning projects, 
and economic assistance way necessary 
materials carry forward the projects. 


Thailand, now occupied 
people, has never been dominated foreign 
power. About twice the size Colorado, the 
area has never experienced famine. Being 
only degrees from the equator, the rainfall 
and temperature favor the production food 
with minimum effort. Rice, fish, and 
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tropical fruits are more than adequate for 
the basic needs. This easy life has for gener- 
ations developed carefree, lackadaisical atti- 
tude which currently not compatible with 
the higher living standards they seek. Stimu- 
lated the current shrinkage the globe, 
they have taste for Western luxuries, but 
order import these items some foreign 
exchange must developed. Present efforts 
are directed toward production export com- 
modities and finding market for them. The 
northeast portion Thailand classed 
marginal rice land, and offers great promise 
livestock area—cattle, swine, buffalo, and 
poultry. However, farmers must first learn 
how prepare land for pasture, how build 
pasture fences, and how grow and cure 
forage tide them over the slack pasture 
season. 


With this background, then, will outline 
some the animal husbandry and veterinary 
activities which the I.C.A. was interested. 


The Thailand government has seven live- 
stock farms. These are stocked with native 
animals and with few imported breeds, 
mostly from the United States. These may 
regarded demonstration farms. Equipment, 
methods, experiments, and supervision are 
provided, using guide some methods 
common America. Results thus far indicate 
that Brahma cattle imported from Texas and 
Red Sindhi cattle imported from India are 
far superior the native cattle economy 
production and quality product. They 


also appear nearly resistant the 
many blood parasites prevalent this area. 
Brown Swiss dairy cattle appeared not 
thrive well during the first year’s trial. 
this connection, the Siamese usually not 
like milk, and the small amount consumed 
chiefly imported evaporated canned milk 
and powdered milk from the low countries 
Europe. 


Duroc Jersey swine the first year’s trial 
appeared superior the Hampshire and 
Berkshire breeds. Their comparison with na- 
tive breeds yet determined, but re- 
sults look promising for the Durocs. The 
native hogs are two types, large sway- 
back with wrinkled skin, which originaliy 
came from China, and small, long-snouted, 
upstanding type. 


the poultry field, American imports 
New Hampshire Reds, Rhode Island Reds, 
Barred Rocks, and White Leghorns, have all 
done well when properly housed and fed. 
village scavenger, they have difficulty com- 
peting with the native “jungle fowl” type, 
highly colored bird with long fighting spurs. 
There are sheep and very few goats 
Thailand. 

Rinderpest has for many years been the 
scourge cattle, buffalo, and swine most 
southeast Asia. Immediately after World 
War II, 10,000 acres land were withdrawn 
from cultivation Thailand because 
work animals. Within three years, 
200,000 cattle and buffaloes and 45,000 swine 
succumbed. Veterinarians employed the 
government eradicated the disease three 
and half years program restricted 
movement stock and vaccination. 


Some the earlier types vaccine used 
included inactivated tissue vaccine, goat- 
adapted virus, and lapinized virus. The final 
vaccine found most economical well 
effective cattle and buffalo was lapinized 
ex-pig virus. was developed Thailand 
the British researcher Hudson. The vac- 
cine produces high level immunity for 
least three years, but not applicable for 
vaccination swine. 


After eradication, Thailand found sporadic 
outbreaks along the Cambodia and Laos bor- 
ders, the disease being brought across from 
infected areas. Therefore, 1955 the I.C.A. 
and F.A.O. (United Nations) organized and 
financed international attack rinder- 
pest, with the result that the end 1957 
Cambodia, Laos, South Vietnam, and Thai- 
land. 


was privilege assist Dr. Williamson 
some the preliminary planning. and 
Sir Thomas Dalling, F.A.O., deserve much 
praise for the careful planning and the suc- 
cessful completion this project. The pro- 
American, anti-French feelings Vietnam 
and the pro-French attitude Cambodia, 


with Thailand definitely pro-American, cre- 
ated delicate situation which required some 
skillful maneuvering. 


Vaccine production takes place govern- 
ment laboratories Pak Chong. Here the 
has financed production equipment. 
Hog cholera, rinderpest, Newcastle disease, 
anthrax, hemorrhagic septicemia, and rabies 
are some the vaccines currently produced. 


Foot and mouth disease widely scattered 
over Thailand, and adjacent countries. 
low virulence, causes little mortality, 
but results economic loss temporarily 
incapacitating work animals. also inter- 
feres with the normal flow exports areas 
such Hong Kong and Singapore. The 
cooperation with the F.A.O., was 1955 
planning the building and equipping 
laboratory Thailand for the production 
vaccine against foot and mouth disease. 


veterinary diagnostic laboratory was con- 
structed and equipped Bangkok with I.C.A. 
assistance. became duty advise and 
counsel Thailand veterinarians laboratory 
diagnostic procedures. One field trip con- 
nection with such diagnosis was made into 
semi-jungle area Northeast Thailand 
near the Burma border, investigate losses 
occurring herd elephants owned 
teak logging company. After hiking for 
day and half, build restraining stocks 
confine the animals for examination. 

direct examination the blood 
animals, showed microfilaria (Jour. Parasit. 
42(5):552, Oct. 1956). Warble larvae (Es- 
tridae), nematodes, and liver flukes are com- 
mon Thailand elephants. 


Rabies dogs common. have observed 
lines children and adults the Pasteur 
Institute Bangkok, awaiting their turn for 
prophylactic Pasteur treatment. 
dence related the stray dog problem. 
one occasion saw client come into the 
waiting room the College veterinary clinic 
leading rabid dog leash. When health 
officers attempt confiscate stray dogs, 
not uncommon for some Buddhist monk 
otherwise religious person give the dog 
temporary refuge from the law hiding it. 
thereby builds for himself merits 
the Hereafter, thus more nearly approaching 
the much desired state Nirvana. The 
method most used for reducing the stray dog 
population periodically place out poisoned 
food. placard and newspaper notices, the 
dog owners are warned the proposed action 
that they may confine their pets. 

Brucellosis has existed government in- 
stitution swine herds. The source was be- 
lieved importations from Australia. The 
oxen, buffalo, and swine, not known, but 
preliminary observations indicate not 
serious problem. Hog cholera generally 
spread throughout the nation, where

known “swine fever.” Hemorrhagic sep- 
ticemia common among cattle, buffalo, 
swine and poultry. Dr. Bains, F.A.O., 
Australian veterinarian, has conducted field 
research Thailand and Burma this dis- 
ease. Pullorum disease quite prevalent 
imported breeds chickens, partly because 
the apathy one institutional officer 
charge poultry breeding. Due the heroic 
efforts Dr. Lancaster, Englishman with 
F.A.O., progress has been made control- 
ling Newcastle disease chickens. 


Only Bangkok there anything ap- 
proaching systematic meat inspection. Be- 
cause refrigeration meats limited non- 
existent, the meats consumed one day are 
slaughtered the previous day. Chunks 
meat are displayed the open markets, 
hanging from hooks tied with reeds. 
Meat chopped into chunks with cleaver, 
attention being paid meat cuts 
know them. 


operated slaughter unit non-mechanized, 
with sanitation very poor compared Amer- 
ican standards. Two veterinarians were 
attendance. Moslem butchers were present 
make the kill the accepted manner for 
meat sold Moslem shops. Buddhists 
have preference manner kill, but 
devout Buddhists refrain from killing any- 
thing, although they eat meat with impunity. 
Killing neatly circumvented employing 
some marginal Buddhist non-conforming 
Chinese make the kill. 


the swine slaughtering unit, slaughter 
began 11:00 p.m. and ended 2:00 a.m. 
One thousand swine are slaughtered during 
this period. Dealers pay the municipality 
Baht (85 cents) per hog for the slaughter 
facilities and slaughter license. The work

Health Certificates—During the last two 
three years the State Department Agricul- 
ture has endeavored improve the accuracy 
and quality official health certificates issued 
accredited veterinarians for livestock mov- 
ing into other states and foreign countries. 
Compliance with federal regulations and the 
laws and regulations other states has been 
stressed. The committee happy announce 
that there has been 100 per cent improve- 
ment the manner which official health 
certificates are prepared. The department’s 
increased efforts this matter have been 
cooperation with other states. has been 
generally felt livestock sanitary officials 
throughout the country that much improve- 
ment was indicated the manner which 
accredited veterinarians issue official health 
certificates and that this direct reflection 
the integrity and care veterinarians gen- 
eral give their professional activities. 


Contract Veterinarians—Calf Vaccinations— 
There are presently 362 accredited veteri- 
narians under contract with the state vac- 
cinate calves for brucellosis accordance 
with the state law.

However, the 
committee wishes caution accredited veteri- 
narians that highly important that they 
keep their calf vaccinations up-to-date. The 
efficiency the manner which this service 
rendered could have effect the prac- 
ticing veterinarians’ participation ex- 
panded brucellosis eradication program which 
appears just around the corner. 


Brucellosis Eradication Program Every 
effort being made state officials co- 
operation with federal officials have ac- 
credited practicing veterinarians participate 
brucellosis area certification work. Cali- 
fornia the threshold final drive 
stamp out brucellosis, the incidence which 
has now been reduced approximately per 
cent calfhood vaccination.

This committee accomplishes invalu- 
able liaison between the federal and state 
regulatory officials and the practicing veteri- 
narians. can very important committee 
any future expanded brucellosis control 
project. 


Reportable Diseases—The committee regrets 
report that while there has been some im- 
provement the part practicing veteri- 
narians the matter reporting reportable 
diseases, general appears that they are 
“dragging their feet” this regard. addi- 
tion being required state law, felt 
that the reporting livestock diseases 
service from which all veterinarians will re- 
ceive mutual benefit and one which they owe 


the livestock industry and their country 
whole.
